It made no provision for 
exemptions, and brought in about 
$7,500,000 a year. 

Declaring he did not know how 
much the tax would bring in, 
Senator Hilsman said he intro- 
duced the bill “on my own.” With 
the deadline for the introduction 
of bills near, he said he thought 
earnings tax ‘legislation should be 
pending in case Mayor Joseph M. 
Darst and the city administration 
decided later on that the earnings 
tax would be needed to bolster 
municipal finances. 

Seeks Mayor’s Views. . 

He said he had no intention of 
pressing for passage of the bill 
unless requested to do so by the 
Mayor. He reported he had at- 
tempted to get in touch with 
Darst yesterday before presenting 
the bill, to get the Mayor's views 
on the measure, but had been un- 
able to do so. 

Mayor Darst, who has. changed 
his mind about the city’s need for 
the earnings tax several times, is 
supporting at present a bill which 
would give St. Louis 50 per cent 
of all state income taxes collected 
in the eity, or about $4,000,000 a 
year. He recently told a House 
committee he favors this type of 
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legislation over the earnings tax. 

Hilsman pointed out, correctly, 
that there is very little chance 
for passage of the bill giving St. 


Louis and other Missouri citi¢s 
and counties a share of the state 
income tax revenues. Revival of

~ The Korean war, President 
Truman’s assignment of the Unit- 
ed States Seventh Fleet to neu- 
tralize Formosa, the Chinese Red 
intervention in Korea, and other 
international events have led to 
the upturn in Nationalist pros- 
pects. Chiang’s Formosan strong- 
hold now seems on firmer footing 
than it ever has been. 

The United States-financed Eco- 
nomic Co-operation Administra- 
tion (ECA) is spending $56,000,- 
000 in Formosa in the current 
fiscal year and more is to go into 
military aid, but monumental 
problems, both military and eco- 
nomic, still are ahead for the 
“gissimo.” 

When the Nationalist Chinese 
Government took over Formosa 
in 1945, ending 50 years of Japa- 
nese rule, it began at once to 
make enemies. It sent as its first 
governor, Gen. Chen Yi, a no- 
toriously bad administrator, and 
with him there tagged along a 
host of adventurers and carpet- 
baggers. 


Revolt Suppressed in 1947. 


Discontent among the Formo- 
sans flared into revolt in Febru- 
ary 1947. It was suppressed, but 
only after thousands were killed 
and wounded. Resentment 
burned in the Formosan breast 
until last year, when Chen Yi, 
thrown out of the governorship 
and accused of trying to deal 
with the Reds, was executed. The 
Formosans celebrated the execu- 
tion with fireworks.

They want St. Louis once again to be as right- 
fully proud of its schools as it was when those 
schools were models for the whole country.

How Much Freedom for India? 


Like every young republic, India has had to 
struggle with the question of liberty vs. license 
for the press. Shocked by the irresponsibility 
and outright incitement to violence of some 
Communist and extremist Moslem newspapers, 
Prime Minister Nehru’s government closed them 
down. 

India’s Supreme Court held that the govern- 
ment had exceeded its powers under the civil 
rights clauses of the Constitution. Nehru re- 
sponded by asking Parliament to amend the 
Constitution so that the government could re- 
strict the press in the interest of national 
security, friendly relations with other countries, 
public order, decency and morality. 


Nehru’s action met opposition from many of 
his own supporters and raised questions abroad 
about his devotion to freedom. It is good news 
that he has now agreed to modify his proposal 
in such a way that the final decision on press 
restrictions in each case will be up to the 
courts and not the government. 


Freedom is not absolute anywhere, but we 
hope India promptly learns that the fewer 
restrictions the better. Suppression is not the 
real answer to abuses of freedom. Every coun- 
try has such abuses, and they may be particu- 
larly galling in a land whose population is only 
12 per cent literate. But the suppression of one 
abuse on the highest grounds of patriotism 
makes easier a later restriction on grounds not 
quite so high. The protection of public order 
becomes confused with the protection of a 
government’s political position. Little by little, 
freedom slips away. 

Robert Trumbull, writing in The New York 
Times, says Nehru has never yet used repressive 
laws to stifle opposition to the government. 
But powers which he may use with restraint 
could also be used by some other government 
without it. Let’s hope India learns the habit 
of freedom early in its national life, and 
strengthens the habit by frequent exercise.

It means 
more well attended hospital beds in the rural 
parts of the state. There could hardly be a 
better start toward this than one made in cen- 
trally located Columbia, Patients could be con- 
veniently brought there from almost every part 
of the state as, for example, they are taken to 
University of Iowa hospital in Iowa City.

life. Young men of the same age have been 
and are being inducted now without such special 
protection, and without grave harm to their 
characters. 

At least two provisions of the maybe-there- 
will-be-maybe-there-won’t U.M.T. program itself 
are excellent. One is the requirement for a 
relatively brief training period followed by long 
reserve service. The other is the provision ex- 
tending the eligibility age to 35 so that defer- 
ments for such personal reasons as to complete 
educations could not become permanent ex- 
emptions. 

If there is any other program which would 
provide equal security at least cost for the 
nation, with equal fairness and elasticity for 
individuals, it has not been publicly presented 
thus far.

After Seven Years 

The public ought to be told the facts about 
the RFC’s old loan to the Baltimore & Ohio 
railroad. Jack Steele reports that Stuart Syming- 
ton, in cleaning up the big lending agency, has 
ordered a new and thorough investigation. The 
dubious B&O case has been investigated twice 
but not with much thoroughness. 

In 1944 the Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion’s $80,000,000 loan to the B&O came due. 
The railroad then was allowed to go into volun- 
tary bankruptcy to avoid payment. In 1947, a 
new loan agreement was reached with surpris- 
ingly liberal terms. The railroad was to pay off 
only $20,000,000 in 20 years, leaving the balance 
of $60,000,000 due in 1965. This remains the 
largest loan on the RFC’s books. 

Congress investigated the case in 1947 and 
Senator Tobey charged that the loan was “ille- 
gal” and the product of “fraud.” Last year the 
RFC directors, since legislated out of office, 
made a tentative inquiry and one of them, 
Walter Cosgriff, concluded that the B&O loan 
resulted from “fraud or stupidity.”

Defense of 
Title Lacks 
In Thrills

CHICAGO, May 31—In a match 
which was something less than 
thrilling, Ezzard Charles success- 
fully deferided his heavyweight 
boxing championship of the world 
for the eighth time when he eas- 
ily defeated Joey Maxim, of 
Cleveland, light heavyweight title- 
holder, in 15 rounds at the Stadi- 
um here last night. 

Even the talkative Jack Kearns, 
who once managed Jack Demp- 
sey, could find no fault with the 
unanimous decision of the referee 
and the two judges against his 
man, 

The judges voted 85 to 65 for 
Charles and Referee Frank Gil- 
mer, 78 to 72 for the champion. 
There was considerable specu- 
lation as to why the referee saw 
it that close, but he subtracted 
from Ezzard’s points for what he 
called low blows, for hitting on 


for hitting after the bell. 
Champion Unmarked. 
Charles was unmarked at the 
finish while Maxim, at the point 
of exhaustion, rolled onto the 
rubbing table in ‘his dressing 
room and the attending physician 
administered oxygen. 
He was still receiving oxygen 
for more than an hour after the 
fight but it was reported that his 
condition was not serious and 
that he would not be sent to a 
hospital. 
Joe had cuts over and under 
his right eye, a severe bruise on 
his left cheek while his nose and 
mouth bled rather freely. 
It was something of a mo- 
notonous succession of rounds for 
the champion as, according to this 
writer’s score card and that of 
the two judges, Charles won 12 


one even. 

“Maxim just can’t hit,” Charles 
said calmly as he sat in his dress- 
ing room, cooling off after 15 
rounds under the hot ring lights. 
“He never hurt me once. I never 
at any time was bothered by his 
blows.” 

New Found Power Missing. 
Maxim, light heavyweight 
champion of the world, who had 
boasted before the match of new 
power in his right hand, which, 
in previous battles had appeared 


new found 

Joey bounced his right hand 
off the jaw of Charles time and 
again, hitting the champion flush 
on the button and Charles didn’t 
so much as turn his head except 
once when Maxim landed an 
overhand right and, for just a 
moment Charles appeared sur- 
prised. 

Aside from that, Maxim was on 
the receiving end of a pretty 
severe lacing. 

Previously Charles had beaten 
Maxim in two ten round bouts 
and one at 15 rounds. They were 
before Charles became champion. 
There were quite a few hoots 
at Charles for being unable to 
bring down Maxim in 35 rounds 
of boxing and last night he ap- 
peared determined to erase the 
blot. But again he failed in his 
purpose. He not only did not 
knock out Maxim but he didn’t 
knock him off his feet. And the 
champion attacked with every 
weapon in his possession. 

At the very outset there was 
a brief flurry with Maxim land- 
ing an overhand right to Charles’s 
head. -Other than that Joey 
stabbed and grabbed through the 
first round although he took one 
high right hand punch which 
staggered him. 

Then, after the bell rang, 
Charles hit Maxim with a left 
hook and the crowd booed. 

Couldn’t Pull Back Punch. 

Later Charles said that he had 
started the punch as the bell 
rang and couldn’t stop it. He 
acknowledged the booes of the 
crowd with a contemptuous jerk 
of his head which seemed to be 
made in the direction of the tele- 
vision cameras.

The question paramount in this 
regard is whether it would not 
be cheaper and more efficient to 
let France turn out the material 
it can manufacture cheaply and 
rapidly and to ask America to 
supply the heavy materiel it pro- 
duces in greater volume and 
faster than the French. 

Unity of view is lacking even 
among ‘members of the French 
government on this question. Na- 
tional pride makes many feel 
French armies should be equipped 
solely by French factories 
Others, mostly the younger gen- 
erals, feel it is madness for 
France to try to produce types 
of armament for which the United 
States is far better equipped. 

There are political implications, 
too. It is known, for example, 
that Gen. Charles de Gaulle will 
inist if he gets his say after 
the June 17 elections that France 
should keep total independence 
even in armament matters. 

Elections Complicate Matters. 

The coming elections are com- 
plicating matters not only in con- 
nection with rearmament but also 
with regard to a common western 
attitude toward Soviet Deputy 
Foreign Minister Gromyko's ideas 
for a foreign ministers confer- 
ence. Gromyko insists that the 
Atlantic pact be scheduled on the 


agenda of such a meeting. 


The westerners insist that the 
pact signed by 11 sovereign na- 
tions cannot be discussed and 
eventually modified in talks with 
non-signatory powers. 

Among ways of getting out of 
the present deadlock the British 
and Americans have suggested a 
note to Moscow underscoring the 
western desire to hold the con- 
ference. 

The French are rather reticent 
about such a note as they believe 


it would give Moscow a chance to 


proclaim that the westerners are 
refusing any form of disarma- 
ment and are sabotaging Mos- 
cow’s peace efforts.

She and Dr. Weissen- 
berg made their home in hig na- 
tive Vienna until the Nazi threat 
forced them to go to England. 

Here she sérved as a nurse in 
a hospital where her husband was 
a physician. In addition, she 
trained occupational therapy stu- 
dents in quantity cooking so that 
they might feed the civilians in 
case bomb attacks on Bristol made 
this necessary. 

Later the Weissenbergs moved 
to Bedford, England, where they 
lived next door to an American 
officers’ club. 

In 1944 they were able to come 
to America. 

After the hectic years, it is an 
entirely different sort of life the 
Weissenbergs live these days in 
their home at 6-E Hancock road 
on the peaceful, lovely old Army 
Post. e daughter has studied 
medicine and is now serving her 
residency in pathology in a Cali- 
fornia hospital. The other daugh- 
ter came home from Vienna two 
years ago with an American hus- 
band, who is now in Korea.

On the Sunday in question, Finch noticed two 
Niesi in church and, to their consternation, invited 
them home to dinner.

The people of Hattiesburg in time bade good 
riddance to the 442nd ... and some time later 
began to read of its incomparable achievements 
in Italy and then in France.

IF SHE DOESN'T FIND SOMETHING NEW TO DO WITH CABBAGE

ANOTHER READER wants to 
know if we can tell her how to 
fix Chinese. sweet and sour spare- 
ribs.

Cover 
and maintain the same heat for 
10 minutes. 


2. Bring milk quickly to a boil 
in an open saucepan while stir- 
ring constantly. As soon as it 
comes to a-boil, place saucepan 
in cold water and continue stir- 
ring contents until.cool. Change 
cooling water whenever it be- 
comes warm.

Scheele of the United States Pub- 
lic Health Service points out that 
although pasteurization destroys 
harmful bacteria, it is not effec- 
tive against radio-active contami- 
nation. 

For those living where there is 
little or no pasteurized milk, raw 
milk should be pasteurized at 


home either by one of the two th 


emergency methods recommended 
for disasters or by one of the two 
following, methods which do not 
alter the flavor of the milk ap- 
preciably: 

1. Heat the milk quickly in an 
open saucepan, stirring constant- 
ly, until the contents reach a 
temperature of 165 degrees. A 
dependable cooking thermometer 
should be used. Then immediately 
place the saucepan in cold water 
and continue stirring the contents 
until they are cool. Change the 
cooling water when it becomes 
warm. 

2. Use one of the approved 
home pasteurizers now on the 
market.

Gnashing Reef f Keeps. Kon-Tiki at Bay 


Crew Spends Day Trying o Find Opening in Roaring Breakers Surrounding, Island

of a journey across the Pacific 
on a raft.) 


— — 


T 2 o’clock he had come so 
Adds that we began to Sail 

along the island, just outside 
the baffling reef. As we gradual- 
ly approached, we heard the roar 
of the breakers like a steady 
waterfall against the reef, and 
soon they sounded like an endless 
express train. running parallel 
with us a few hundred yards from 
our starboard side. 

Now, too, we could see the white 
spray which was occasionally 
flung high into the air behind the 
curly, breaking wave backs just 
in there where the train“ was 
roaring along. 

Two men at the same time 
stood turning the steering oar; 
they were behind the bamboo 
cabin and so had no view ahead 
whatever. Erik, as navigator, 
stood on the top of the kitchen 
box and gave directions to the 
two men at the heavy oar. ur 
plan was td keep as close in to 
the dangerous reef as was safe. 

We kept a continuous lookout 
from the masthead for a gap or 
opening in the reef where we 
could try to slip the raft through. 


The current was now driving us 


along the whole length of the 
reef and played us no tricks. The 
loose centerboards allowed us to 
steer at an angle of about 20 de- 
grees to the wind on both sides, 
and the wind was blowing along 
the reef. 

While Erik directed our zigzag 
course and took his loops as near 
the reef as was advisable in view 
of the suction, Herman and I went 
out in the rubber dinghy at the 
end of a rope. When the raft was 
on the inward tack, we swung 
after her on the rope and came 
so close to the thundering reef 
that we caught a glimpse of the 
glass-green wall of water that was 
rolling away from us and saw 
how, when the seas sucked them- 
selves back, the naked reef ex- 
posed itself, resembling a torn-up 
barricade of rusty iron ore. 

As far as we could see along 
the coast there ‘was no gap or pas- 
sage. So Erik trimmed the sail 
by tightening the port and loosen- 
ing the starboard sheets, and the 
helmsman followed with the 
steering oar, so that the Kon-Tiki 
turned her nose out again and 
tumbled away from the danger 
zone till her next drive inward. 


Each time the Kon-Tiki stood 
in toward the reef and swung out 
again, we two who were in tow in 
the dinghy sat with our hearts in 
our mouths, for each time we 
came so close in that we felt the 
beat of the seas becoming nervous 
as it rose higher and fiercer.

ND each time we were con- 
A vincea that this time Erik had 

gone too far, that this time 
there was no hope of getting the 
Kon-Tiki out again clear of the 
breakers which drew us in toward 
the devilish red reef. But each time 
Erik got clear with a smart 
maneuver, and the Kon-Tiki ran 
safely out into the open sea again, 
well out of the clutch of the suc- 
tion. All the time we were glid- 
ing along the island, so close that 
we saw every detail on shore; yet 
the heavenly beauty there was in- 
accessible to us because of the 
frothing moat that lay between. 


About 3 o'clock the forest of 
palms ashore opened, and through 
a wide gap we saw right into a 
blue glassy lagoon. But the sur- 
rounding reef lay as compact as 
ever, gnashing its blood-red teeth 
ominously in the foam. There was 
no passage, and the palm forest 
closed again as we plodded on 
along the island with the wind at 
our backs, 

Later the palm forest became 
thinner and thinner and gave us 
a view into the interior of the 
coral island. This consisted of the 
fairest, brightest salt-water la- 
goon, like a great silent tarn, sur- 
rounded by swaying coconut p4lms 
and shining bathing beaches. The 
seductive, green palm island itself 
formed a broad, soft ring of sand 
round the hospitable lagoon, and 
a second ring ran round the whole 
island—the rust-red sword which 
defended the gates of heaven. 


All day we zigzagged along An- 
gatau and had its beauty at close 
quarters, just outside the cabin 
door. 

Landing or no landing, we had 
nonetheless reached Polynesia; 
the expanse of sea lay behind us 
for all time. 


It happened that this festal day 
off Angatau was the ninety- 
seventh day on board. Strangely 
enough, it was 97 days that we

had estimated in New York as the 
absolute minimum time in which, 
in theoretically ideal conditions, 
we could reach the nearest island 
of Polynesia. 

About 5 o’clock we passed two 
palm-roofed huts which lay among 
the trees on shore. There was no 
smoke and no sign of life. 

At half-past 5 we stood in to- 
ward the reef again; we had 


sailed along the whole south coast 


and were getting near the west 
end of the island, and must have 
a last look round in the hope of 
finding a passage before we 


passed. The sun now stood so low | 


that it blinded us when we looked 
ahead, but we saw a little rain- 
bow in the air where the sea 
broke against the reef a few hun- 
dred yards beyond the last point 
of the island. This now lay as a 
silhouette ahead of us. 


On the beach inside we detect- 
ed a cluster of motionless black 
spots. Suddenly one of them 
moved slowly down toward the 
water, while several of the others 
made off at full speed up to the 
edge of the woods. They were 
people! 

We steered along the reef as 
close in as we dared; the wind 
had died down so that we felt we 
were within an inch of getting 
under the lee of the island. Now 
we saw a canoe being launched, 
and two individuals jumped on 
board and paddled off on the 
other side of the reef. Farther 
down they turned the boat’s head 
out, and we saw the canoe lifted 
high in the air by the seas as it 
shot through a passage in the 
reef and came straight out toward 
us. 

The opening in the reef, then, 
was down there; there was our 
only hope. Now, too, we could 
see the whole ‘village lying in 
among the palm trunks. But the 
shadows were already growing 
long.

Scriptures make war the effect 
of egotism and selfishness. 
When egotism ard atheism, for 
the two are identical in the last 
analysis, dominate a majority 
of people in the world, a war 
results. To this extent wars 
are like plagues. When 10 peo- 
die have typhoid fever in a 
city, there is not a plague; but 
when 10,000 have it there is a 
plague. When enough egotists 
give tone to a society, then 
there is war. War is first a 
civil war inside of the human 
heart, in which an individual 
feels split, divided with himself, 
unhappy and even psychotic, 
because he is selfish. When 
enough people hate a civil war 
going on inside of them, a 
world war results. 

As charity, justice and truth 
begin to prevail in hearts, the 
danger of war is diminished. 
Evil can never be eliminated 
from history. There will al- 
ways be wolves for the sheep. 
The dire prediction of the Sav- 
iour to Apostles: “The 


His 
world will hate you” implies 
there will alwa¥s be some who 


will hate Truth and fear Good- 
ness. But evil can be dimin- 
ished. This is not as simple as 
it sounds for this reason: Our 
world is governed by collectivi- 
ties, organizations, unions, fed- 
erations, totalities, all of which 
are controlled by a few men at 
the top. These collectivities 
‘limit the extent to which good 
persons can act in their capac- 
ity. as separate individuals. In 
many a city where there are 
corrupt politicians, there are 
good citizens who feel helpless 
in the face of the corruption. 
There is so little that good men 
can do to affect the general 
course of history. Decent 
American citizens have known 
for years, for example, that 
there was a pampering of Com- 
munism in high circles, but a 
powerful group setting their 
party politics above the good 
of the country, succeeded in 
suppressing the wishes of the 
people. Because of this person- 
al impotence of th: good in the 
face of collectivities, the indi- 
vidual is inclined to despair, 
but without reason.

THERE ARE TWO answers 
to this difficulty. First, every 
now and then there comes a

Personal goodness 
and collective goodness joined 
arms, giving the individual a 
feeling that his moral aspira- 


tions have not been completely 


smothered by collectivities or by 
secretaries. The second answer 
is more profound, and is the 
way to minimize world confla- 
grations, for it strikes at the 
very roots of war. Most people 
assume that there is o one 
way to prevent wars, and that 
is by a horizontal action of one 
group on another group, in the 
manner of two billiard balls, 
one force resisting another. But 
actually, besides horizontal 
there is a vertical action. Ver- 
tical action implies one part of 
the world contacting God, in 
order that He might influence 
another part of the world who 
resists Him. Instead of human- 
human contact as in war. there 
is the human-divine-human con- 
tact in prayer. As the heat of 
the sun's ray is intensified by 
passing through a magnifying 
glass, so the power of man is 
magnified by passing through 
Divinity! 

Here is the only answer to 
the so-called inevitability of 
wars. Though the Western 
World wants peace, there is 
nothing it can do of and by 
itself to prevent the attack of 
Communism, and then war be- 
comes inevitable. But when 
enough men of good will pour 
out their hearts to God for 
peace, 
duced which can nullify the 
war-mad violence of Commu- 
nism, and that is the ipo- 
tent Power of Divinity. the 
human stands alone, the at- 
tacked must use the same weap- 
ons as the attacker. But if man 
turns to God, God has the ways 
of preventing the attack which 
are quite beyond the power of 
men.
